returns. This, they said, would 
have provided at least half of 
the money needed to balance 
the budget. 

Noble Changes Vote. 

The withholding bill, backed 
by state. Director of Revenue 
Milton Carpenter, failed by 
four votes to receive the 18 
necessary for passage. Sé€na- 
tor John W. Noble (Dem.), 
Kennett, chairman of the Sen- 
ate appropriations committee 
and one of the chief sponsors 
of the proposal, changed his 
vote from aye to no, to be in 
position to ask for reconsidera- 
tion later. Noble said, how- 
ever, he did not know whether 
he would ask for reconsidera- 
tion.

‘Dispute Between Unions. 


Action on the bill followed

| Last Wednesday, when the

The bill approved yesterday 
was a substitute measure that 
included a revision intended 
to meet an objection voiced 
last week by a representative 
of the St. Louis County Medi- 
cal Society. 


The revision provided that 
the county Health Commission- 
er would be a member of an 
advisory committee passing on 
qualifications for examining 
and licensing of plumbers. The 
original bill did not include 
the Health Commissioner. The 
committee’s membership must 
include also a licensed master 
plumber, a licensed master 
drain layer and a registered 
professional engineer. 

Request for Delay. 

Dunne asked that the rules 
of order be suspended so that 
the substitute could be intrc- 


duced, and moved for its 
adoption. 

“I don’t think it is fair to 
put this substitute in and not 


give us a chance to go over 
it,” Bohrer protested. “I have 
a series of amendments to of- 
fer, but if you will let us 
study this bill for a week, I'll 
hold up my amendments.” 


Adoption of the substitute 
bill was approved by five coun- 
cilmen, Dunne, Dowling, 
Abramson, Grantham and Mol- 
loy. Hetlage voted no and 
Bohrer passed.

SAYS DR. BROOKS, 
EYEING SUNSPOTS 


The current “Ice. Saints” 
weather in mid-May, coupled 
with high sunspot activity, 


points overwhelmingly to a 
cool summer for St. Louis, Ed- 
ward M. Brooks, professor of 
geophysics at St. Louis Univer- 
sity, said today.

The St. Louis public schools’ 
kindergartens and junior col- 
lege, the health and hygiene 
division and high school ath- 
letics would be eliminated by 
budget cuts under considera- 
tion by the Board of Education, 
school officials said today. 

Possible ways of cutting $1,- 
750,000 from next year’s in- 
struction department budget 
without imperiling the school 
system’s AAA state rating have 
been outlined by Superintend- 
ent of Instruction Philip J. 
Hickey. 

Hickey emphasized to the 
budget committee of the board 
that he was not recommending 
such a reduction. He said it 
could be done, however, and 
“still keep the schools going.” 

The Board of Education is 
forced to cut its budget mext 
year by $2,096,000 because 
voters last month did mot ap- 
prove a proposed 13-cent in- 
crease in the school tax rate. 
Building Commissidner Harold 
Dessau has indicated possible 
cuts totaling $354,177 could be 
made in his department. The 
instruction amd building de- 
partments account for most of 
ithe budget. 

Public Hearing Tonight. 

A public hearing has been 
scheduled by the budget com- 
mittee this evening at 8 o'clock 
at the Board’s building, 911 
Locust street, to receive sug- 
gestions from the public about 
how and where the cuts should 


The Junior College program 
at Harris Teachers’ College, 
which state law permits but 
does not require the board to 
operate, has an enrollment of 
about 700 at this time. Of the 
teachers now engaged at the 
Junior College, some would re- 
main as teachers in the Teach- 
ers College but about 32 with- 
out professorial rank would be 
‘shifted to the high schools,

The savings of about $121,-

Since meat is the main dish 
of almost every meal, here is 
a good place to start. 

This meat buying guide has 
been prepared by the Ameri- 
can Meat Institute; the smart 
girl who plans to become a 
homemaker in the near future 
will clip it and file it in a 
convenient place. It will prove 
to be a mighty helpful com- 
panion \on her first marketing 
trips. 

A general rule to follow in 
buying meats is to allow about 
one-f pound of boneless 
cuts or ground meat per serv- 
ing, and one-third to one-half 


pound per g of meat with 
some bone in it. 

For cuts with a large amount 
of bone ( bs, shanks, 
hocks,: etc: allow  three- 
fo to per serv- 
ing. Plan. on two or three 


servings for hearty appetites. 

Now here is the table of 
specific amounts to purchase 
per serving: 

Beef steak (with bone)... 
one-third to one-half pound. 

Beef steak (boneless, round, 
flank) . .'. one-fourth pound. 

Veal and pork steaks... 
one-third to one-half pound. 

Roasts . . . one-third to one- 
half pound. 

Stew meat... one-fourth 
pound.

Now they can be made at 
home simply, quickly, and in- 
expensively using cake mixes 
and shortcut semi-sweet choco- 
late morsels in a new way. 

Start with two kinds of cake 
mix,-chocolate and white. Both 
are baked in one large shallow 
pan — the white cake at one 
end, the chocolate at the other. 
The entire cake is frosted in 
the pan. All the frosting is 
made at once, then divided into 
half chocolate and half vanilla. 
One six-ounce package of semi- 
sweet chocolate morsels is used 
to make both the chocolate 
frosting and the decorations for 
the white-frosted portion of the 
cake. 

Decide in advance how the 
cakes are to be cut—whether 
in squares, rectangles or dia- 
mond shapes—and score ac- 
cordingly before decorating the 
tops. This will give a pattern 
within which to work. After 
they are decorated, cut and re- 
move from the pan. 

Since two packages of cake 
mix fill a jelly roll cake pan 
too full for’ Petits .Fours size 
and for frosting in the pan, the 
recipe suggests reserving a por- 
tion of the batter from each 
cake mix. This extra batter 
may be used to make a dozen 
cupeakes for dessert or lunch- 


try, both chicken and turkeys box.

STRAWBERRIES are, of 
course, a day-to-day proposition 
depending upon the weather. As 
of this writing, drouth and heat 
in Arkansas have taken a heavy 
toll of quality, Prices are rang- 
ing from medium to high for 
the better berries. Those from 
California are expensive but 
perfect beauties. 

California navel oranges have 
just about reached the end of 
the season, with Valencias tak- 
ing over. The grapefruit from 
Florida (plus light shipments 
from Texas) represent one of 
the better fruit buys of the 
week. Prices have advanced 
slightly but are stil] reasonable 
for this very good fruit. Limes 
and lemons are available in 
adequate supply at moderate 
prices. 

Delicious apples from the 
Northwest are almost out of 
the picture but Winesaps are 
still plentiful, reasonable and of 
satisfactory quality. Other va- 
rieties from the Northwest are 
in light supply and rather high; 
most of those from the Mid- 
west leave much to be desired 
quality-wise. 

Bananas and pineapples are 
in the moderate price bracket; 
supplies are heavier but prices 
still high on watermelons and 
cantaloupes (which are of quite 
good eating quality for this 
time of year). 

Seen in the markets: home- 
grown mint, so nice for iced tea 
or to garnish fresh fruit salads,

Tips on Meat Storage 


ACCORDING TO GOVERNMENT figures, there will be 
about 180,000 more young and pretty cooks in the kitchen 


this June. 


These new homemakers (and some experienced 


ones) may find it helpful to review some of the basic rules 
of food preservation and preparation. 


Since meat plays such an 


important role in menus, the 


smart bride will learn to shop for it shrewdly, store it properly, 


and cook it superbly. 


The marketing column on this page includes a meat. buy- 
ing guide which should be most helpful to the inexperienced 


shopper. 


Remember that meat is perishable, and must be stored 


in the refrigerator immediately 


upon its arrival in the kitchen. 


Place meat in the coldest part of the refrigerator or meat 


compartment, 


These tips on meat storage, prepared by the American 
Meat Institute, constitute a sort of primer-on the proper care 


of meat in the home. 


If clipped and pasted in the front of a 


cook book, this table should be a guide for new homemakers. 


Prepackaged cured or smoked meats and different kinds of 
sausage may be stored*ifi the refrigerator in the original 
wrapper. Fresh meats wrapped in market paper should be 
re-wrapped loosely in the original wrapping, in waxed paper 
or in aluminum foil to allow circulation of air. 


ROASTS AND STEAKS: 
the longer it may be stored. 


The larger the cut of meat, 
Steaks should be used within 


a day or two after purchase; roasts may be held for several 
days. Pork, lamb and veal are slightly more perishable than 


beef. 


GROUND MEAT AND VARIETY MEATS: As ground meat 
and variety meats are extremely perishable, these should be 


used within 24 hours after purchase. 


Cubed meat such as 


stew meat also should be used within a day or two.

The employers who 
are fighting withholding should remind them- 
selves that what they are really doing is 
fighting for new taxes. : 

Missouri now faces a critical budget problem 
in which it must raise $33,000,000 biennially 
or watch state services decline. Senator Noble 
believes the state could gain 13 to 20 millions 
of the needed money through withholding. 
The choice lies between unthinkable retreats 
in state government, heavy tax increases or a 
new tax collection system which reduces 
evasion and limits the need for higher taxes.

To Cadet Colin Kelly Ill 


Three days after the Japanese attack on 
Pearl Harbor, Dec. 7, 1941, Capt. Colin P. 
Kelly Jr. became one of the early hero cas- 
ualties of World War II. He was killed on a 
bombing mission in the flaming Pacific. In 
recognition of his valor, President Roosevelt 
took the unusual course of writing 4 letter to 
“the President of the United States in 1956” 
to request that Capt. Kelly’s son, Colin III, 
then 19 months old, be considered for appoint- 
ment to the United States Military Academy 
when he reached the required age. It would 
be, said President Roosevelt, a “token of: the 
nation’s appreciation for the heroic services 
of his father.” . 

Eighteen years have passed and Colin Kelly 
Ill, now a student at Dickinson College, Car- 
lisle, Pa., is preparing to enter West Point, 
but not by means of the unusual presidential 
appointment proposed for him. He has been 
accepted, following competitive examination, 
under the law that the son of any deceased 
war veteran may use. That was the way 
Capt. Kelly’s son preferred to win his West 
Point nomination. This insistence on compet- 
ing in the open with other young Americans, 
with no such influence as he had, suggests 
that here is an officer candidate with much 
promise as well as commendable personal 
pride. 


A Century of Experience 

All the jokes and wise-cracks about the 
sometimes not so blessed state of matrimony

Twice in an Hour 

The two airliner accidents which befell 
Capital Airlines within the same hour and 
within three hundred miles of each other un- 
doubtedly will cause new conjecture about 
the safety of air travel. Notwithstanding this 
double-accident coincidence, statistics still 
show that it is more than four times as safe 
to travel by domestic scheduled airliner as 
by automobile. 

In the accident at Charleston, W.Va., the 
plane skidded over an embankment in land- 
ing, killing two of the 44 persons aboard. In 
the second, all 31 persons aboard a turbo-prop 
Viscount died when the plane went to pieces 
in mid-air 15 miles east of Baltimore during 
a thunderstorm. The theory that stormy 
weather caused this disaster is supported by 
the bulk of the evidence now at hand. 

Thunderstorms always produce turbulence, 
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noted that the experience was “invaluable in 
the use of air transport to support military op- 
erations and for civilian use.” But it was not 
without its tragic toll. Ceremonies on the 
tenth anniversary honored the 39 Britons and 
31.Americans who were killed in crashes and 
other accidents. 

' The tendency now is to forget how closely 
the battle was won. Dr. W. Phillips Davison 
in his excellent book, “The Berlin Blockade: 
A Study in Cold War Politics” (Princeton Uni- 
versity Press), reminds us that there were 
many times when the scales could have been 
tipped in favor of the Soviets. Delay in start- 
ing the airlift or any sign of retreat by the 
Western powers might well have produced de- 
featism among the hard-pressed people of 
West Berlin. And while no one starved, the 
airlift did no more than maintain a minimum 
standard of living through the winter. Dr. 
Davison scores another point often overlooked 
entirely. He writes in his Rand Corporation 
analysis: 


The narrow margin by which the block- 
ade was defeated underlines the impor- 
tant part played by public opinion in 
deciding the outcome of the crisis. De- 
terioration of morale in Berlin, or even 
strongly negative developments in pub- 
lic opinion in West Germany or among 
the Allies could .have led to a major 
Western defeat. Public opinion was not 
necessarily the most important single fac- 
tor on which the outcome of the blockade 
depended, but it was a vital one. 

The Soviet assault on Berlin was de- 
feated by the smooth teamwork of thou- 
sands of men operating hundreds of: air- 
craft, and by millions of others who were 
engaged in reconstructing damaged econ- 
omies and conducting the daily business 
of the democracies. But their efforts 
would have been in vain, if, many months 
before the crisis, a few.men in Berlin 
had not decided that freedom was worth 
a fight. 


Freedom ‘is still worth defending and the 
tenth anniversary of the success of the Ber- 
lin airlift comes appropriately timed for all 
the negotiators at the conference table in 
Switzerland. 


Recreation vs. Contemplation 


There is a disturbing overtone to the hope 
of Richard E. McArdle, chief of the Forest 
Service, that the use of national forests for 
mass recreation will more than double in the 
next 10 years. 

National forests certainly should be avail- 
able for national use, but is a forest still a 
forest after it has been adapted to mass recre- 
ation? Of course, some are almost as domesti- 
cated as pastures. Others, however, still are 
wilderness; and. roads, lodges, restaurants, 
boat docks and gasoline stations—essential to 
mass recreation—annihilate wilderness. Sure- 
ly, a bit of it should be preserved, if only for 
the sake of finding another Burroughs or 
Muir. 

The over-running of Yellowstone and the 
other national parks illustrates the Govern- 
ment’s dilemma. Somehow it seemed un- 
democratic to keep automobiles out of the 
parks, but once they were thrown open to 
Americans on wheels some parts of the parks 
were despoiled of their grandeur. The forest 
problem might not be quite so difficult if 
greater efforts were made to save more of 
our remaining wilderness from commercia 
exploitation. Then a bit here and there might 
more readily be preserved for contemplation.

Strauss, a leader in the holier-than- 
thou clique, is now catching some of 
this heat, and his hurt tones indicate 
his surprise at finding his business 
man’s spade called simply a spade.

East kept the heart queen and 
threw the nine of diamonds, 
Declarer then played the ace- 
king of diamonds, dropping the 
queen and eight, and took the 
last trick with the diamond 
seven, losing one club and two 
heart tricks. Had West not 
thrown the diamond deuce 
earlier, he could have taken 
the setting trick with the eight.

REDEMPTORIST PRIESTS, 
brothers, their relatives and 


friends from all over the 
United States will gather Sun- 
day at St. Joseph’s Seminary 
at Big Bend and Geyer roads 
in Kirkwood to mark the 100th 
anniversary of the Redemp- 
torist order in St. Louis, and 
to say goodby to a tired old 
building where most of the 
priests went to school. 


Walls of the 70-year-old 
building, constructed of brick 
which priests themselves made, 
have begun to bulge. Two 
years ago an effort was made 
to preserve the building by 
shoring up the walls with huge 
steel girders, but it didn’t do 
much good, due mainly per- 
haps to the somewhat impul- 
sive error, back in 1888, of an 
amateur Redemptorist “archi- 
tect” who decided at the last 
minute to add a third floor on 
a foundation for a two-story 
building. 


The building and the 80 acres 
around it, which the Redemp- 
torists acquired when part of 
Kirkwood was still known as 
Windsor Springs, have been 
sold to a developer. The mel- 
lowed old building which has 
turned out more than 3000 
aspirants to the priesthood 
will be torn down, and soon 
the huge old elms, maples 
and hackberry trees will be 
shading -rows of new split- 
levels. 


The present students will go 
to a new $3,000,000 academy 
which is now being completed 
at Edgerton, Wis. The vast St. 
Louis province of the Re- 
demptorists, which extended 
from Detroit to Denver, and 
from Canada to the Gulf, has 
been divided. A new vice- 
province established at New 
Orleans extends almost to St. 
Louis. The new seminary is 
near the center of the new St. 
Louis province which takes in 
the north-central states. 


Redemptorists have made 
their presence felt here from 
the day, a century ago, when 
three of the order’s priests ar- 
rived in St. Louis and preached 
a two-weeks’ mission at St. 
Liborious church, at 1835 
North Eighteenth street. 


The Redemptorist order had 
been founded in Naples, Italy, 
in 1732 by St. Alphonsus 
Liguori, .a very learned man 
who .wrote 111 books. He 
founded the Redemptorists as 
a preaching order, to conduct 
missions, retreats and other 
spiritual exercises, aiming 
their efforts at what he called 
“the most abandoned souls.” 
In those days. few priests were 
inclined to leave urban areas 
and seek out the farmers and 
goatherds in remote districts 
who were often deprived of 
spiritual help.

Today, if given a choice 
between a remote district and 
a metropolitan parish, a true 
Redemptorist doesn’t hesitate. 

The Redemptorists made per- 
haps their biggest impression 
on St. Louis back in 1922, 
when they established the first 
perpetual Novena at St. Al- 
phonsus Church. It is known 
as “The Rock Church” because 
when it was oy back in 
1868 it was the building 
of stone construction in the 
prairie-like Grand avenue area 
of the day. — 

The perpetual Novenas, held 
on Tuesday of each week, with 
12 services from early 
until night 


of persons from the St. Louis 
and East St. Louis area. Each 
Tuesday there ran along Grand 
a streetcar named Novena. 

The perpetual Nevena has 
now spread around the world. 
In 1500 churches in’the United 
States and 6000 in other coun- 
tries, the Novena to Our 
Mother of Perpetual Help is 
made by hundreds of thou- 
sands each Tuesday. 

The first three Redemptor- 
ists in St. Louis were followed 
by others, and by 1866, preach- 
ing and working in the various 
parishes here, they had be- 
come so well liked that Arch- 
bishop Kenrick invited them 
to settle in the St. Louis arch- 
diocese. - He placed them in 
charge of the Old Cathedral at 
Third and Walnut streets, 
where they remained until the 
“Rock Church” was built. That 
church is still Redemptorist 
headquarters in St, Louis, The

Very Rev. John McCormick, 
Provincial of the St. Louis 
province. 

In 1888 the order bought the 
80 acres of what had been 
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St. Joseph's Seminary, now being completed at Edgerton, Wis.

It was 
completed the following year, 
using 600,000 bricks brought 
from the old Jesuit College 
downtown, and 700,000 bricks 
made on the property by priests 
and bro .

ing centers for Redemptorists 


in the United States. Young- 
sters just out of the eighth 
de spend six years there.

After that year they take tem- 
porary vows of poverty, chas- 
tity and obedience, to last three 
years. Then they go to the ma- 
jor seminary at omowoc, 
Wis., for a six-year course in 
theology and philosophy. After 
the third year they take final 
vows, to which is added the 
vow and oath of perseverence. 

The Redemptorist habit, a 
long black robe, is distinguished 
by the fact that the white linen 
collar is worn on the outside 
of the black, stand-up collar, 
and by the long, heavy; 15- 
decade rosary which hangs 
from the belt. 

Today 8000 Redemptorists are 
scattered through 27 provinces 
and 30 vice provinces in 57 
countries. The St. Louis prov- 
ince includes nearly 500 mem- 
bers. Redemptorist tethers have 
assisted in every parish of the 
St. Louis archdiocese. 

In their determination to 
reach every possible “aban- 
doned soul,” the Redemptor- 
ists leave no stone unturned.

In the last 12 years the Re- 
demptorists have made another 
impression on the St. Louis 
area with the establishment of 
one of the largest Catholic pub- 
lication centers in the world. 

It started in 1947 when 10 
Redemptorist priests came to 
St. Louis, looking for a place 
to publish a Catholic magazine 
ealled “The Liguorian,” which 
was founded in 1913, and which 
had been published at the sem- 
inary in Oconomowoc. ’. They 
purchased an estate on High- 
way 61-67, near Barnhart, Mo., 
moved into a crumbling ruin 
which had once been a planta- 
tion house, and set up the 
printing equipment they had 
brought with them. 

Since then they have built 
several new buildings on the 
site and are now publishing 
four magazines with a com- 
bined circulation of more than 
500,000. In addition they print 
small pamphlets and booklets.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Farewell Party 


WASHINGTON, May 14. 

ON MONDAY EVENING I attended the dinner given 
for Abba Eban at the United Nations. It was a rather 
exceptional farewell party. 

Everyone there had a warm feeling for the ambassador 
from Israel who is leaving us to enter politics in his own 
country. Many of those present, however, used this op- 
portunity to say clearly that Israel was a nation that had 
to be recognized and that the country also wished to be 
on equally friendly terms with the Arab states. They 
maintained that peace in the Middle East could only be 
accomplished if there could be recognition of Israel and 
a solution of the difficulties between Israel and its 
neighbors. | 

His excellency, U Thant, the permanent representative 
of the Union of Burmia to the U.N., expressed the hope of 
many nations for the peace of the Middle East and the 
desire for friendship with all nations in that area, and this 
was echoed in many hearts. 


IT WOULD SEEM that the delegates in Geneva have 
settled one point of controversy over seating by limiting 
both West and East German representatives to advisory 
status who can only speak with the consent of all four big 
powers. These constant maneuvers to obtain recognition of 
East Germany come up at every organization of an inter- 
national character and one wonders whether at this meet- 
ing there will be any possibility of facing realistically the 
German situation. 


The desires of the Germans themselves, 1 
think, have: never been accurately ascertained. 
And there are so many: different interests where 
other countries are concerned that enter into any 
decisions that I wonder sometimes whether our 
representatives really know themselves what they 
hope for as a solution of our difficulties. 


I HAVE JUST FINISHED reading “The Ugly Amer- 
ican,” and I hope every American will read this book. He 
will learn a great deal about the Soviets and their ‘tactics 
if he will read the writings of Soviet leaders and he will 
learn that the characters descirbed, fictitious as they are, 
are extremely accurate—both good and bad. While much 
of this is nothing new to our State Department, it may be 
helpful to sore of our citizens.

Have ready 12 slices of lean 
bacon, or a piece of salt pork 
cut in strips. 


Put a layer of parsnips side 
by side in a large, rectangular 
pan and cover with six slices 
of bacon. Sprinkle lightly with 
salt and pepper and cover with 
another layer of parsnips and a 
second layer of bacon and a lit- 
tle more salt and freshly 
ground pepper. 


Pour on enough hot water to 
cover the works, put it in a 
pre-heated, 350-degree oven 
and bake it slowly for three 
hours. By this time the pars- 
nips should have absorbed most 
of the water and the top should 
be golden brown.
